LONDON,. Dec. 30—At least 
three diplomatic working parties 
will be organized to align West- 
ern policies for the summit meet- 
ing with the Soviet Union, Brit- 
ish and American diplomats

The issues between East and 
West are so complex, differences 
among allies on some points. so 
important and the need for unity 
in the face of Soviet blandish- 
ment so great that the working 
parties eventually may number 
six or seven, it was predicted 
here. 

Their work will be chiefly con- 
cerned with the three areas of 
discussion nominated for the 
summit conference by Western 
leaders at their summit meeting 
in Paris earlier this month. 
These are: Germany and Berlin, 
disarmament and East-West re- 
lations. 

Principal Group. 

The principal group will be 
composed of a high official of the 
State Department and the Brit- 
ish, French and West German 
ambassadors in Washington. This 
group will deal with the whole 
field of policy to be discussed in 
the talks with the Soviet Union. 
It is expected to concentrate on 
the key issue of Germany and 
Berlin. 


Another working party will be 
established to co-ordinate the 
preparations of the five Western 
members of the 10-power com- 
mission on disarmament with the 
disarmament policies of the Unit- 
ed States, Britain, France and 
West Germany. These are the 
four powers chiefly concerned 
with the summit meeting. 


Italy, Canada, France, the 
United Kingdom and the United 
States will represent the West on 
the 10-power commission. Only 
three of these governments, 
Britain, the United States and 
France, will confer with the 
Soviet Union.at the summit. 

West Germany will not be di- 
rectly represented on either 
group. ~But Chancellor Adenau- 
er repeatedly has emphasized 
the importance of disarmament 
as the most fruitful topic for 
East-West discussion.

real estate assessments prepared 
in his office, 

He explained that his office 
would obtain the addresses from 
records of two private appraisal 
firms which are at present mak- 
ing new assessments of all real 
estate in the county. 

As a parting shot at Devereaux, 
Kennedy said: ‘‘We never had 
this problem when Benson was 
the collector.””

Yokosuka, whicl represents an 
investment..of. $226,000,000, only 
$50,000,000 -of which has been 
put iinto it by the United States, 
with its six drydocks, is the ma- 
jor naval fleet overhaul base in 
the’Far East. Its largest drydock 
can take vessels as large as 
the Forrestal class of aircraft 
carriers. 

It is estimated that the Unit- 
ed States Pacific fleet would 
have to be two and one-half 
times as large as it is if all 
its ships had to return to the 
West Coast for routine overhaul 
and repairs. 

Japan is also the logistical 
center for American operations 
in the Far East. Here are the |® 
major supply depots that sup- 
port United States forces and 
those of its allies who receive 
military assistance. 


Worn-out equipment from all 
over the: Far East for overhaul 
or rebuilding—everything from 
jeeps to bulldozers. The five- 
year vehicle program for the 
Far East contemplates the pur- 


chase of 50,000 new vehicles and | 


the rebuilding of 40,000. The 
vehicles, all of World War ‘Il 
manufacture, are so old that 
parts are no longer being man- 
ufactured and successive re- 
building operations ultimately 
are not worth the cost, tom- 
pared with the purchase of new 
vehicles. It costs, for example, 
$2500 to rebuild a two and one- 
half ton truck. A new Japanese | 
truck can be purchased for | 
$3500.

Japan appears to be safe 
from Communism, provided that 
the West, particularly the United 
States, does not restrict its abil- 
ity to trade drastically. This 
nation of 92,000,000 people, liv- 
ing on arable land smaller in 
extent than the state of Cali- 
fornia, must trade or die. If 
trade. with the West is blocked, 
it can turn only to the East.

The George Washingfon and 
its future sisters, therefore, bring 
a new dimension to seapower.

MORE IMPORTANT, the fleet 
ballistic missile submarine pro-- 
vides a means of maintaining 
this capability regardless of 
what the enemy does. Air bases 
and fixed missile sites on land 
can be pinpointed, and attacked 


by surprise} the nuclear deter- 
rent they provide is not an in- 
vulnerable one, But the George 
Washington represents a weap- 
ons system that more closely 
approximates invulnerability to 


cruising in all the seas of the 
world—even beneath the Polar 
ice pack. Its missiles can be 
launched by compressed air 
from many feet beneath the sea; 
in its recent builders’ trials pop- 
up tests of dummy missiles were 
successfully conducted. 
Invisibility, plus mobility, long 
endurance, and some protection 
from the water itself, which pro- 
vides a shield against any im- 
mediate effects of fallout, make 
the new missile-launching sub- 
marines defensively invulnerable 
today, as well as offensively a 
vital threat to any nation. 


THE SUBMARINE, as a base, 
has also a unique political ad- 
vantage; we do not need the use 
of foreign soil to provide a nu- 
clear deterrent. The use of' the 
high, seas as a launching base 
means, too, that the lightning of 
surprise nuclear assault against 
our retaliatory capabilities could 
be drawn away from our own 
soil. 

Nor does the submarine re- 
quire the instantaneous commu- 
nications and early warning re- 
quired by missile bases ashore. 
Its location is not known; it -is 
in little danger of being knocked 
out by an enemy surprise attack. 

The first reports of enemy 
missile launchings can, there- 
fore, be evaluated; there is time 
to spare before retaliation is or- 
dered; a wat by mistake is min- 
imized. Communications with 
the missile-launching submagines 
can be maintained—even while 
they are submerged —by low- 
frequency radio, by sound and 
other devices. 

DR. HOWARD A. WILCOX, 
deputy director of research and 
engineering of the Defense De- 
partment, recently summed up 
the value of, the new weapons 
system in a Speech to the Amer- 
ican Ordnance Association. 

“These strategic deterrent 
weapons should best be lodged

The Door Kept Open 


President Eisenhower’s announcement that 
the United States will allow its moratorium 
on nuclear bomb testing to expire with the 
year’s end, but will not resume testing with- 
out making its intentions known in advance, 
seems to us to meet the needs of the situation. 

To have announced the end of the present 
moratorium and said nothing more, thus im- 
plying that we were about to resume tests, 
would have put our country in a most un- 
favorable light with the millions of people 
who demand an end of nuclear tests. On the 
other hand, to have extended the moratorium 
for a definite period would have had disad- 
advantages too, perhaps encouraging the Rus- 
sians to believe that they need not seriously 
negotiate at Geneva. 

By avoiding a cutoff date, the Administra- 
tion hopes to increase pressure on the Soviet 
Union to come to some kind of settlement. 
It hopes by the same means to avoid the ap- 
pearance of accepting a de facto nuclear-test 
bar without safeguards. Both these points 
are, we think, well worth taking into account, 
and the arrangement which the President has 
decided upon does so without nécessitating 
any adverse effect on the Geneva talks. 

The “white paper” on this Government’s 
new data concerning the detectability of un- 


derground nuclear blasts, which the Admin- — 


istration promises to make public within the 
next few days, will be welcome reading. It is 
information the American public ought to 
know. We do not suppose, however, that its 
publication is going to have any substantive 
effect on the Soviet negotiators at Geneva, 
who have already summarily rejected the 
data. 

But even if the Russians continue to prove 
sticky on this point, there would remain the 
possibility of an agreement on a suspension 
from which underground tests would be ex- 
cluded. A total agreement, covering all kinds 
of tests and providing a detailed detection ap- 
paratus for policing it, would of course be 
But a partial suspension with 
more modest but adequate inspection would 
be better than none, and we hope our own 
Government keeps an open mind on the 
subject. 

After all, it is the above-surface explosions 
that do the mischief of fallout bearing radio- 
active strontium-90 and other deadly poisons, 
many of them new or little-known and hence 
largely unpredictable in their effects on the 
human race, on animal life, and on plants. 

When the Geneva discussions among Great 
Britain, the Soviet Union and the United 
States resume Jan. 12, after a recess of three 
weeks, they will already have been spun out 
over a wearisome span of 14% months. May 
the world hope that this new start will at the 
same time be made a fresh one?~ An accord 
at Geneva would supply a much-needed im- 
petus toward agreements in other fields, cre- 
ating a favorable atmosphere and indicating 
successful techniques for their realization. 

It would enhance the stature of the forth- 
coming summit conference, and presage a 
meaningful session, as nothing else could do, 
if Premier Khrushchev would give his dele- 
gates at Geneva instructions which would 
make a limited but adequately safeguarded 
test ban not only possible but probable. 


News of Teen-agers 


We have a letter from Barb Kozlowski and 
Don Nothstine ofaLaboure High School asking 
4us why sO much news, about teen-agers de- 
picts the younger generation as a bunch of 
hoodlums. The writers ask that the news- 
papers try to give the good teen-agers a better 
break. Unfortunately, news often reflects a 
departure from the normal or routine; that 
is why it is news. Certainly most teen-agers 
are sound, and we have no lack of faith in 
them. They. should continue to organize 
worthwhile yities and do what they can 
_to influence those who tend to stray. They 
will have plenty.of support from. the grewn- 
ups, and they can be effective. 


Executive vs. Legislative 


Returning from a trip to the Far East, 
Senator Gore of Tennessee forecast that Con- 
gress will cut drastically any new Administra- 
tion request. for foreign aid funds unless 
President Eisenhower gives Congressional 
committees evaluation reports on foreign aid 
programs. Some time ago Mr. Eisenhower 
refused to give Senator Mansfield of Montana 
an International Co-operation Administration 
report on Viet Nam. Now the President ‘has 
refused to give Comptroller General Camp- 
bell ICA reports on Iran and Thailand. 

Thus again the executive and legislative 
branches of the government are in conflict 
over the use of confidential information. This 
recurring problem cannot be solved by a 
general rule. The executive branch has every 
right to the privacy of confidential files, but 
it should furnish Congress with as much 
information as it legitimately can. Each case 
must be decided on its merits, and while each 
side may be guilty of abuses from time to 
time, as a practical matter the public interest 
usually does not suffer. 

Congressional demands for executive docu- 
ments are more often than not made for polit- 
ical purposes, since there is very little infor- 
mation a Senator cannot obtain, privately or 
publicly, if he really wants it. In this case, 
Mr. Eisenhower said disclosure of the full 
reports on Iran and Thailand “would not: be 


compatible with the national interest,” but — 


he promised Mr. Campbell all the facts con- 
tained in them. We hope that Senators Mans- 
field and Gore, and others, will not use 
Administration refusal to surrender the re- 


» ports as an excuse for voting against foreign 


‘aid next year.

Do We Need a Steel Mill? 


The decision of a St. Louis firm to spend 
$1,000,000 expanding capacity of a plant it 
controls in Pennsylvania because of the great- 
er availability of steel in that area bears close 
study by the Chamber of Commerce. Is there 
a sufficient market in the St. Louis area for 
additional steel-making facilities, as some peo- 
ple believe and as this firm’s decision sug- 
gests? If so, how can a new steel mill be 


encouraged to locate here? bo 


The questions are especially pertinent in 
view of the fact that the firm, Artcraft Vene- 
tian Blind Manufacturing Co., moved certain 
of its operations here last year from Chicago 
and McKeesport because St. Louis labor mar- 
ket conditions were better than in those 
areas. In contrast to the unhappy national 
image of labor conditions here, the Artcraft 
firm actually found wage rates lower, labor 


availability greater and co-operation of union © 


leaders better than in either Chicago or Mc- 
Keesport. If St. Louis had had greater steel- 
making capacity, would this firm still have 
decided to expand in Pennsylvania? 


St. Joseph Lead Co. and Bethlehem Steel 
Corp. are partners in a $40,000,000 mine and 
mill created to work the huge deposit of 
high quality iron ore discovered at Pea Ridge 
in Washington county only 70 miles from St. 
Louis. St. Louis is said to have at hand all 
the other raw materials needed for steel-mak- 
ing. Its central location on the inland water- 
ways system provides a cheap means of bring- 
ing in raw materials and shipping out fin- 
ished products. . 

A new steel mill in the St. Louis area, if 
such were economically feasible, would stim- 
ulate satellite industries and give the whole 
eastern Missouri region the kind of economic 
push it must have. The economics of steel- 
making are complex and not susceptible to 
quick and easy answers, but somebody ought 
to be analyzing the possibilities. 


The ‘Secret’? Recorders 


While sympathetic with the Hennings sub- 
committee’s efforts to find out why so many 
miniature recording devices are being bought 
in the Government, we think it important to 
keep in perspective the fact that neither pos- 
session nor use of such a device is necessari- 
ly “sinister” or even improper, even though 
the person involved should not be engaged 
in investigative work. Portable and battery- 
powered recorders are legitimately used for 
making observations and notes and even dic- 
tating letters on inspection or field trips and 
perhaps in many other situations. The repre- 
hensible use of these devices is for recording 
the conversation of another without his knowl- 
edge. If innocent persons are not to be hurt, 
mere possession of a miniature recorder 
bought by the Government should not be al- 
lowed to become a “smear by association.” 


Christmas Eve in Cologne 


More important than the news’ of the dese- 
cration of a Cologne synagogue on Christmas 
Eve—it was daubed with swastikas and an 
anti-Semitic slogan—are the apologies which 
this: brought to Rabbi Zwi Asaria. These 
came from Chancellor Adenauer, the mayor 
of Cologne, the president of the parliament of 
North Rhine-Westphalia, the minister of in- 
terior and many ordinary citizens. Mayor 
Schwering delayed his departure on a good- 
will tour of Israel to call on the rabbi. He 
deplored the vandalism because “it defames 
us, not the Jews.” 


There is bound to be sympathy for decent 
people compelled to apologize for what they 
would not do. Their position may be under- 
stood by Americans who found themselves 
apologizing for “white citizens’ committees” 
against school desegregation. 
tors of the outrage in Cologne, a young clerk 
and a young baker, belong to a group hardly 
more representative of West Germans in gen- 
eral than the “white citizens” are of Ameri- 
cans. This is the German Reichs party, rem- 
nant of a group dissolved in. 1952 for “seek- 
ing to overthrow democratic order.” Judging 
by the German press, the Christmas Eve inci- 
dent did about as much as a court order 
might do to destroy the party of a nucleus 
of vestigial Nazism. | 


While the existence of such a lunatic fringe 
may be all but inevitable, German editors 
are concerned lest it thrive on ignorance of 
the Hitler regime. Interviews suggest that 
the generation born since the war has not 
learned enough at home and in school about 
the Nazis, and a poll indicates that 5 per cent 
of German parents do not want their children 
to learn about Hitlerism, an ostrich attitude 
similar to that which would forbid the men- 
tion of Communism in our schools. As the 
Neue Illustrierte of Cologne says, this already 
has produced youngsters who know Hitler 
gnly as “the man who built the Autobahnen.” 

More emphasis on Hitler in school-books, 
however, is not the whole answer. There 
was anti-Semitism before Hitler and it still 
exists, and not only in Germany. What cer- 
tainly is needed is full realization of the mean- 
ing of the German constitution’s explicit state- 
ment of individual rights. Here there should 
be no difference between the ‘letter and the | 
spirit of the law. 


A New Gavel Wielder 

Speaker Rayburn is retiring from his al- 
most traditional post as permanent chairman 
of the Democratic national convention. The 
prospect now is that the presiding officer of 
the Democratic party’s 1960 convention in 
Los Angeles will be Representative Hale 
Boggs of Louisiana. 

It is of course the responsibility of the 
Democratic national committee to. staff its 
nominating convention and there are many 
others who would qualify. But Hale Boggs is 


‘the kind of Southerner who should be under 


consideration. A veteran of 16 years in Con- 
gress, he is at 45 still a relatively young ‘man. 
He is a skilled parliamentarian, firm and fair. 
But more important he is a forward-looking 
man with liberal views on international issues 
and a moderately progressive approach to 
domestic matters. 4

But this past year, during the 
session of Congress, it began to 
transpire that Eisenhower was 
no longer the semi-retired in- 
valid who had abdicated his 
power to Humphrey, Sherman 
Adams and Dulles. He had re- 
covered his health. He judged 
accurately and with great politi- 
cal acumen the weakness of the 
Democratic majority of Con- 
gress, and he was beginning to 
follow his own intuition in for- 
e gn affairs. |

clear that Eisenhower had won 
for the Republican party a mon- 
opoly of the two master political 
vote-catchers which are, here as 
everywhere else, prosperity and 
peace. 

It was then that the polls be- 
gan to show that Nixon was way 
ahead of Rockefeller among the 
Republicans, and also that he 
was a possible winner against 
any of the Democrats. 


A Different Republican. 


This left Rockefeller’s candi- | 


dacy in a hopeless position. It 
could no longer be claimed, as 
in 1958, that he was the only 
Republican who could win. And 
it became impossible for him to 
make an issue on which he could 
fight Nixon in the primaries. 
For, on any issue he chose to 
make, he would have had to 
fight Eisenhower, which, for a 
Republican, would have been po- 
litical suicide. 

So the inexorable logic of the 
situation led to the decision 
which he announced on Satur- 
day. 

His statement needs to be read 
twice. It says not only that the 
Governor will not contest the 
nomination of Nixon. It says 
also that the Governor holds 
views which, by implication but

Beloved Beagle 

If dogs were sold by the 
inch, beagles would be at the 
bottom of the price list of all 
the hunting. breeds. But these 
small hounds are now Ameri- 
ca’s No. 1 dogs and, because 
of their hurting talent and 
amiability in the home, they 
are likely to retain their top 
rating for a long time to come. 


There are two distinct types 
of beagle hounds—the 12-inch 
and the 15-inch. Both types 
are noted for keen noses but 
the larger animals have more 
endurance on the trail and 
their voices carry to a great- 
er distance. than the smaller 
hounds. They can trail some- 
what faster and breast heavy 
cover with more ease but the 
12-inchers can squeeze through 
a woven wire fence that would 
stop the larger dogs while pur- 
suing their quarry. The smal- 
ler breed requires less food 
and is believed by many to be 
more versatile for hunting. 
Personal preference, however, 
depends largely on which of 
the two sizes is the property of 
the proud owner. 


An “‘all-purpose’’ dog label 
has been put on import after 
import in recent years, but, 
as one Ozark resident ex- 
pressed it, ‘‘There ain’t no 
such animal.’ Through gen- 
of breeding along 
specialize lines there are fox 
hounds, bird dogs, retrievers 
and other types of dogs that 
perform a single duty well. 
There is no jack-of-all-trades 
in dogdom. Beagles, perhaps, 
come nearer filling the bill 
than any other breed. 

In some states, especially in 
the South, it is legal to hunt 
deer with dogs, and packs of

their lives.

The suit: was filed by three 
individuals to bar the St. Louis 
Land Clearance Authority from 
selling land east of the campus 
to the university. The grounds 
were alleged lack of competitive 
bidding, inadequate compensa- 
tion and the assertion the trans- 
action would be a use of public | 
funds to support a private sec- | 
tarian institution. | 

The university’ redevelopment | 
would be an asset to the entire | 
project, the intervening petitions | 
said. University Heights Village | 
Inc. said its own negotiations | 
for land were based on the as- 
sumption the university also | 
would be one of the redevelop- | 
ers. 

Acquisition of property by the 
university will not result in the 
type of economic competition 
which might lead to the con- 
struction of a “network of dis- 
similar competing subdivisions, 
rather than an attractive com- 
munity project,”’ the petitions as- 
serted, 

They said the adjacent univer- 
sity would provide a cultural 
center for residentia! develop- 
ment and would furnish a num- 
ber of desirable tenants for the 
new rental units contemplated by 
the residential redevelopers. 

The industrial land would be. 
benefited by the adjacent univer- 
sity since the school would be a 
source of technical personnel for 
the industries of the type pro- 
posed for the Mill Creek Valley, 
the petitions said.

Va., retired 11 years ago at 63, 


he had no hesitation about where 
to go. Still an Italian citizen, he 
came back to his home town 
where his wife had been waiting 
patiently almost since their wed- 
ding day in 1921. 

Bartucca’s case is not untypi- 
cal.. Within two or three blocks 
of him here are two other retired 
Italo-Americans whose wives 
stayed home through almost all 
of their husbands’ working years. 
And there are many hundreds of 
similar cases throughout Italy. 

Financially, it has worked out 
well in Filadelfia, according to 
Bartucca. The ex-shoemaker 
left the United States before so- 


cial security was extended to the . 


self-employed, but even on sav- 
ings alone, a little goes a long 
way here. Ten dollars a week, 
plus the olives and grapes from 
the family’s four-acre patch, 
cover all the Bartucca needs and 
maintain the family as one of the 
most prominent in town. 

Filadelfia is a community of 
10,000 on a hill in Calabria in 
the toe of the Italian boot. So 
far as views go, it cannot be 
beaten. From the reservoir atop 
the hill one can see Stromboli, 
the volcanic island 50 miles west; 
the Aspromonte mountain range 
50 miles south, which was in- 
fested by bandits until a few 
years ago, and Mt. Etna, Eu- 
rope’s largest volcano, 80 miles 
away in Sicily. 


In summer, there is no pleas- 
anter climate, breezes sweep 
in from the Mediterranean, 
keeping it cool even on the 
most brilliant days. It is a lot 
like Bluefield in that respect. 
As a matter of fact the reason 
Bartucca settled in Bluefield in 
the °20s was that Italian emi- 
grant friends told him how 
much the place resembled Fila- 
delfia. In all his years in Blue- 
field Bartucca kept thinking of 
“how much this is like my 
paese.” 


The one trouble is the very 
one that separated the Bartuccas 
during almost all their married 
and working life. Signora Bartuc- 
ca knows only Filadelfia and 
does not want to know any- 


thing else, but her husband real- - 


izes now how American he be- 
came during those years when 
he looked on Bluefield as a sec- 
ond Filadelfia. His brother, 65, 
has a flourishing automobile 
service station in Norrwood, 


On about $10 a week for family living expenses the retired shoemaker has be- 
come one of the most prominent citizens in town. 


Mass., another pet goal of Fila- 
delfia emigration. 

Bartucca’s re-entry permit to 
the United States expired years 
ago and it looks likely now that 
he will not see:the States again. 

“IT do like to travel,” the for- 
mer Bluefield shoemaker said. 
“I’ve been to Rome since com- 
ing back. I’ll travel some more.” 
Bartucca traveled back and 
forth to the United States every 
five or 10 years or so. It was 
not often, but it was enough to 
keep husband and wife from 
becoming strangers. 

Bartucca counts his blessings 
as a man in a town of low costs, 
pretty scenery. and relatively 
good climate, but he sees draw- 
backs. He has opened a small 
notions store to help pay ex- 
penses, but the very factors that 
keep down the cost of living 
limit the shop’s possibilities. , 

“There really isn’t any work 
even for the young,” Bartucca 
said. “‘They keep leaving town, 
going even to Australia. And 
if there is no work for the young, 
you can imagine for the old. 
That was what was so nice about 
Bluefield. There was always a 
chance to work—and to earn.” 

Bartucca thought of going back 
to shoemaking, but gave up the 
idea. The only returned Ameri- 
can doing that is the rather bit- 
ter Mike Bevivino, once of Miami, 
57, one of the 600 former Ameri- 
cans who are back in Italy as 


deportees. It is hand-to-mouth 
existence mending shoes in Fila- 
delfia, for there is no cobbling 
machinery. 


Filadelfia, Calabria, has no 
connection with Philadelphia, 
U.S.A., except that occasionally 
a letter sent to the former even 


‘ inside Italy winds up in the latter 


and has to be readdressed. Fila- 
delfia was built in 1783 by a far- 
sighted bishop, when the old 
settlement on an adjoining hill 
was shaken down in an earth- 
quake, 


Many who never left town 
are proud that it is no longer 
necessary, as it was 30 years 
ago, to go down the hill to 
fetch water in barrels. They 
exult that the village square 
laid out by the imaginative 
Bishop Serrao is half the size 
of a New York City block and 
thus the biggest in miles. They 
are pleased that water runs 
from faucets in many, though 
not all, houses. They take pride 
that the main street was fin- 
ally surfaced five years ago 
and that there is now a sort 
of gasoline station: three 
pumps at the edge of one of 
Filadelfia’s new sidewalks. 


Mrs. Bartucca stayed in Fila- 
delfia because of an ill sister 
and because she did not want to 
leave her mother. Other wives 
who remained behind did so be- 


cause they were frankly afraid 
to travel on the sea. 

Filadelfia is changing. Only 20 
per cent of the women still wear 
the village costume, a skirt of 
flashing mauve topped by a 
bustle of pleated black. The rest 
are now in European-American 
styles, This generation of re- 
tired folk came back, but none 
can say that the youths goiag 
now to Australia will do the 
same. Poverty still forces men 
to set off without their brides, 
but even the costumed women of 
town are seeing on television 
that there is a different world 
down on the plain and gut be- 
yond. , 

“After all,”” Mr. Bartucca says, 
“every one knows it’s better in 
America.”

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John Crosby 
Summing Up TV’s 
Year of Scandal 


NEW YORK, Dec. 30. 

IT HASN’T BEEN a very creative year, has it? It has 
been the year of scandal and that has not been a bad thing. 
‘But the creativity which follows a cleanup, I devoutly hope, 
will come later. At least it has not come yet. Televisiun pro- 

- ” duced mo new shows and 
what’s more surprising, no 
new faces. There were no 
outstanding live original 
dramas. It is significant 
that the best drama of the 
year, ‘‘Moon and Six- 
pence,”’ combined the tal- 
ents of two old pros — 
Somerset Maugham, who 
wrote it, and Sir Laurence 
Olivier who starred in it, 
both English. 

CBS started a workshop 
for writers and directors 
which indicated the great 
paucity of those two com- 
modities. There aren’t any 
young directors around. 
The woods used to be full 
of them but most of the 
better ones have gone on 


JOHN CROSBY to greater glory in the 
movies or on the Broad- 
way stage. It’s a crying shame that youngsters were not 


encouraged to follow in their footsteps, to work in the shadow 
of the talented fellows before they left. 


The aftermath, of scandal has been the promise 
of better things, but so far it has been only promise. 
We were promised, for example, an end of fake 
laughter on the comedy shows. Instead we got a lot 
of gibberish. “This has been a recorded program with 
audience response technically augmented.” CBS’s 
programs now all end with some such malarkey as 
that, all sounding as if they have been written by 
lawyers. 


I didn’t mean to disparage the honest intent behind these 
clumsily worded announcements, The honesty is a great 
thing. CBS just needs a new writer. However, I wish they’d 
follow through and really get rid of the canned laughter; 
and not just announce that it’s canned. 

Where are the new faces? Through the year, three of 
the top faces (all NBC’s) Perry Como, Dinah Shore ‘and 
Steve Allen have dimmed a little. Como and Allen both lost 
caste by moving away from the weekend. Miss Shore’s show 
is in the same place and it’s as good as ever, if not better, 
but it’s familiar. Jack Benny’s show has lost some of its 
sparkle. Phil Silvers and Jackie Gleason have disappeared. 
(Of course, with the rerun business the way it is, no one 
exactly disappears.) 


But of the new faces the one which seems to have the 
greatest promise of remaining is ‘Dennis the Menace,” a 
kid’s face which seems aimed ,unabashedly at the kid’s trade. 
This is not a bad show but it calls attention to an alarming 
trend in television to aim the shows at the very young and 
the very old. (The advertising industry, I’m convinced, isn’t 
really interested in selling anything. It’s interested only in 
ratings and ratings only mean the set is turned on; not that 
anyone is paying much attention. The most reckless set 


‘turners-on are the very old and very young.) 


There were sporadic and not very successful efforts dur- 
ing the year to interest the teen-age set. This started last 
spring with such confections as ‘Too Young to Go Steady” 
and ‘‘Peck’s Bad Girl,’’ whose titles are self-explanatory, and 
continued with ‘‘Many Loves of Dobie Gillis,” which intro- 
duced Tuesday Weld to the mass audience from which it 
may never recover. None of these shows have made show biz 
history exactly. It is just possible that the teen-ager, one of 
the mainstays of radio (‘‘Henry Aldrich,” “Corliss Archer” 
and the rest of it) is not going to leave such footprints on tele- 
vision, conceivably because you have to look at him. 


Nineteen fifty-nine is the year Edward R. Mur- 
row decided to take a walk—partly because of deep 
differences with the very highest brass in CBS, partly 
because he was just tired and wanted a sabbatical. 
‘However, the most significant development of the 
year—and possibly of several years—lay in the public 
affairs field. Largely because of the quiz scandal, 
sponsors were lining up to pick up the tabs on such 
public affairs shows as “CBS Reports” (whose “Biog- 
raphy of a Missile” and “‘Population Explosion” were 
marvelously serious journalism) and “Journey to Un- 
dertanding” and “Eyewitness to History.” 


These programs were put on prime evening time over the 
full network and attracted respectable audiences and enor- 
mous attention to the top issues of the day. If Van Doren did 
nothing else, he managed to spring important television from 
the Sunday afternoon pgcket.

Very few pairs got to the ex 
cellent slam contract in dia- 
monds. A jolly good thing, too, 
because many of those who bid 
the slam failed to make it. 
There’s one good thing about 
underbidding: you wind up with 
a plus score, however small, in- 
stead of a minus. 

If you'd be inclined to under- 
bid this sort of hand in actual 
practice, don’t tell a soul. Pre- 
tend that you’ve bid the hand 
to the hilt and see if you can 
make the slam. It isn’t really 
very hard. 

Against the normal spade open- 
ing lead, you must certainly win 
the first trick with the ace of 
spades. If your trump finger is 
itching to lead the king of dia- 
monds, cover it with a band-aid. 
This is no time to lead trumps. 
The opponents would take the 
ace of trumps and a spade trick. 

You must try to get a discard 
on dummy’s top hearts. At the 
second trick, therefore, you lead 
a heart to dummy’s queen. Then 
you lead the ace of hearts from 
dummy. 

Alas—East ruffs with the five 
of trumps. You must over-ruff 
and try again. Lead a club and 
return the king of hearts. 

You have two chances. Perhaps 
East has no more trumps. As it 
turns out, this is not the casé. 
But the other chance is that 
East's only trump is the ace, 
And this comes to pass. If East 
fails to ruff, you get rid of the 
spade. And even if East does 
ruff with his ace of trumps, you 
still get rid of the losing spade.

people a great deal‘of pleasure and will perhaps be their only 
glimpse of real Christmas beauty. 


If the Park Avenue Association says it did this in 
memory of the men and women who died in World 
War II and in Korea, it does not take away from the 
beauty. It enhances it because it reminds us how 
much we have to be thankful for and reminds us of 
what was preserved for us and for the children of the 
future by the sacrifices of these men and women. 


That brings me to the realization that Friday will be Jan. 
1, 1960—a day to wipe out of our memories all that was bad 
in the past year. In the new year we must strive to keep 
alive that which was good and which will be helpful. 

The overriding wish of all mankind is for peace, not only 
in this coming year but for all. the years to come, and we 
may be glad today that peace looks a little more possible. 


Actually, in this coming year we may take some 
real steps to advance at least the military aspects of 
peace. If the Soviets are convinced that they can win 
a Communist world without war, I think we may find 
them agreeing to inspection and coming very much 
nearer to meeting us at least halfway. 

This does set mean, of course, that we will have won the 
total disarmament which we someday hope to achieve. Every 
step is a step forward, however, and we can rejoice and make 
up our minds that in this new year we will work to set our 
Own personal and national house in order. 

Then we may be better able to work for international re- 


sults, which alone can guarantee us the opportunity for a 
peaceful world.

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A Christmas

THE OLD FRIEND and sports- 
man who initiated me into the 
art of quail shooting has long 
since gone to his reward. I 
often hope on these brown 
December days that he is cours- 
ing the Elysian fields with cer- 
tain fabulous bird dogs known 
to his youth, waving them on 
toward the likeliest cover. For 
during the last seasons we 
hunted together he had a stock 
comment on all pointers and 
setters, no matter how well 
they ranged or how er 
they stood game. 

“Atl the good dogs are dead, ‘i 
he would say. “‘Now, I recall 
back in the autumn of 1904, I 
had a big pointer named Jake. 
There was a dog. Why, one time 
down in Mississippi - - - -."” And 
he .would shake his head sadly 
in recollection of the old days. 


Often during the years as I 
have walked in to flush birds 
ahead of a setter standing 
rock-tight with a covey or 
single close under his quiver- 
ing nose, I have wondered 
what brought my old friend to 
his low opinion of modern gun 
dogs. And as I become more 
interested in the ecology of 
bobwhite and less in daily bag 
limits, some logical ideas 
occur to me, 


Quail numbers in the midwest 
increased in a tremendous surge 
following the Civil War. Timber 
was cleared and prairie put to 
the plow as farm acreage 
boomed. Corn and small grain 
replaced bluestem and trees to 
furnish new sources of rich food 
from virgin soil. Osage hedges, 
rail fences choked with briars 
and small fields bordered with 
trees and brush provided endless 
cover, This condition lasted well 
past the turn of the century, 
although few sportsmen or 
farmers thought of quail in 
terms of food, cover and soil 
fertility. 

During the first World War 
farms grew bigger. Barbed wire 
and clean fence rows replaced 
split rails and hedges. Soil fer- 
tility ran downhill; the fields of 
abandoned farms, instead of 
supporting innumerable coveys, 
attracted big populations of mice 
and other small rodents. This 
food supply boomed the fox pop- 
ulation and we blamed foxes 
instead Of starved soil for quail 
scarcity. At last, however, we 
began to realize that food, cover 
and rich soil almost always 
added up to a good bobwhite 
population. We also learned that 
quail numbers are cyclic dnd, of 
their own accord but for reasons 
not clearly understood, go up 
and down. We found, as well, 
that drouth, flood, ice storm, 
protracted sub-zero temperatures 
and deep snows can all affect 
quail survival disastrously.

Looking back, it seems prob- 
able the last years my old friend 
and I hunted together did indeed 
produce bird dogs that pointed 
fewer quail. There was the six- 
year drouth, back in the ‘30s, 
when food and cover all but 
vanished. During two winters 
Missouri was swept by severe 
ice storms. We were reaching a 
low in soil fertility and a high 
in erosion, before the Soil Con- 
servation Service came and we 
learned to spread lime, build 
terraces, create multiflora rose 
fences and plant sloping fields to 
improve pasture. Considering 
that a bird dog’s life is short, 
that he must learn young or not 
at all, and that there were few 
birds to learn on or hunt for 
several years, and it is little 
wonder the quality of gun dogs 
suffered. 


I thought of all this on Christ- 
mas morning. The grandchildren 
weren't arriving until afternoon 
and so, once the chores were 
finished, the fire laid and the 
tree lighted, I decided to honor 
the ancient custom and go hunt- 
ing. The idea suited Tiger and 
soon we had pocketed a half- 
box of shells for the 20-gauge 
and were on our way. We 
climbed down the steep bluff 
behind the house toward the 
creek. As Tiger worked out a 
weedy thicket bordering the 
alfalfa, I started up a big rac- 
coon which lumbered off at a 
gallop toward its den in the 
limestone crevices. 


Within moments Tiger made 
game in an unlikely patch of 
short lespedeza on a bare gravel 
bar formed by flood waters. He 
circled once to come in up-wind 
and pointed solidly. From this 
covey I managed my usual single 
and the birds scaled in a tight 
bunch for the timber atop the 
bluff. This meant a long climb 
and a tough place ‘to hunt 
singles, so we waded the creek 
at boot-top depth and made for 
the heavy cover around the Big 
Pond. But before we reached it,

Dr. Leroy Davenport, chief of 
the Illinois division of milk con- 
trol and veterinary public health, 
said the inspections were made 
by Harold McAvoy and Eugene 
Dorsey o fthe department’s staff. 

“In general,” he said, ‘‘the in- 
spection of the seven St. Louis 
pdants doing business in Illinois 
related to sanitation and plant 
operation, as distinguished from 
structural defects.” 

Products Not. Tested. 

Without citing specific defi- 
ciencies that were alleged in re- 
ports on the three rejected con- 
cerns, Dr. Davenport said the 
inspection results ‘‘did not seem 
to justify reissuance of certifi- 
cates for 1960.’’ The inspectors 
did not test milk at the plants, 
he said. 

Dr. Davenport reported that 
the Illinois Grade-A Milk Law 
permits the health department 
to accept routine inspections of 
municipal or other local health 
departments as a basis for grant- 
ing certificates to sell milk in 
the state. 

However, he said, the same 
section provides that the health 
department itself must make pe- 
riodic checks to make sure the 
state’s requirements are being 
observed. He said the St. Louis 
inspection in December was the 
first in several years. 

“All three barred St. Louis 
concerns,” Dr. Davenport sai 
in regard to the hearings, “‘ad- 
mitted the violations and agreed 
to make prompt correction. We 
agreed to go back soon after 
the first of the year to re-inspect 
the plants.”

An estimated 30 persons were 
killed. 

As they left their planes today, 
Israeli Foreign Minister Golda 
Meir and other diplomats could 
see the wreckage of the Douala 
airport’s weather station. About 
100 terrorists attacked the station 


last night, while other bands 
made similar raids in Douala. 


An accurate count of casualties 
was impossible. Officials said 
five police and civilians were 
killed. They estimated 25 ter. 
rorists were killed and an equal 
number wounded. The attackers 
carried their casualties off into 
the Delta country around Douala. 

The attacks were blamed on 
the outlawed Union of Cameroon 
Peoples (U.P.C.), which cam- 
paigned unsuccessfully for new 
elections before Cameroon at- 
tained independence. The U.P.C, 
contends the legislative assembly 
which elected Premier Amadou 
Ahidjo is not representative. 


The new nation’s independence 
will be proclaimed tomorrow at 
Yaounde, the gapital 130 miles 
east of Douala, after 75 years 
of colonial rule. 

Just below Nigeria on the At- 
lantic coast of central Africa, 
the country has an area of 166,- 
489 square miles (slightly larger 
than California) and a popula- 
tion of 3,187,000. It stretches 
from the coast inland to Lake 
Chad. 

The Cameroon was a German 
protectorate from 1884 to 1919, 
when the Treaty of Versailles 
divided it between France and 
Britain. Since then the areas 
have been governed by the two 
countries, first as League of Na- 
tions mandates, and later as 
United Nations trusteeships. 

The U.N. last March voted in- 
dependence to French Cameroon 
as of Jan. 1. British Cameroon

Reply from Downtown Inc. 


In his recent letter Reader Frank 
T. Hilliker said we of Downtown St. 
Louis Inc. were untruthful. He 
should be more certain of his facts. 


The Old Post Office was declared 
surplus by the Federal Government 
in 1957. This fact was the sole basis 
for the suit which the U.S. Govern- 
ment filed on February 24, 1958, to 
obtain a declaratory judgment to 
quiet title to the property so it 
could dispose of it. The Govern- 
ment’s brief itself states, ‘“The prop- 
erty was declared surplus in 1957 
and the Government desired to dis- 
pose of it....” 

The U.S. District Couzt decision 
in this case was rendered in favor 
of the Government but a legal tech- 
nicality in the opinion kept a slight 
cloud on the title. To remove this, 
the United States Attorney, repre- 
senting the U.S. Department of Jus- 
tice, filed an appeal from this part 
of the decision on November 20, 
1959, before the U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals. We also filed a brief as 
a “friend of the court.”

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The Howell.Island Proposition 


While the St. Louis area clearly needs a 
new major airport, and maybe two, to take 
some of the load off the city-operated Lam- 
bert Field, the County Council ought to move 
with caution on Supervisor McNary’s proposal 
that it buy 1500 acres on Howell island in the 
Missouri river for that purpose. 

Howell island may be the only suitable air- 
port site in the county that can be acquired 
for the $750,000 that Mr. McNary proposes 
be spent. Even so, it may suffer certain 
disadvantages. 

One is its geographical relationship to Lam- 
bert Field, The island is roughly 15 miles 
west of Lambert. St. Louis has had to give 
up plans to create a second major airport at 
Columbia Bottoms, 15 miles east of Lambert, 
because flight patterns at Lambert would 
have interfered with operations at the Bot- 
toms. Would a similar technical objection 
apply to Howell island—if not now, then per 
haps in the future? 

Another is the distance from the island to 
downtown St. Louis—well over half again as 
far from downtown as Lambert Field. The 
Tri-City Regional Port District on the East 
Side is looking over three possible airport 
sites near Granite City; none would be more 
than 10 minutes by automobile from down- 
town, and from this point of view, they would 
be likely to enjoy a considerable competitive 
advantage over Howell island. This might 
make it difficult to put operations at Howell 
island on a paying basis. 

Mr. McNaty has said that Howell island 
deserves approval “barring the discovery of 
negative factors not yet apparent.” This puts 
on the Council the burden of scrutinizing all 
possible negative factors. 


Abused Expense Accounts 


After several years of fussing about the 
abuses of business expense accounts, the In- 
ternal Revenue Service has finally produced 
a sound new rule which ought to be made 
to stick. 

It is no“Pecret that expense accounts have 
been used (oy dodging taxes. As Internal Rev- 
enue Commissioner Dana Latham says, too 
many businesses have tended to hand out in- 
come to top employes in the guise of expense 
money, and to claim tax deductions on it. The 
House Ways and Means Committee heard in 
November that the Government has been los- 
ing at least $1,500,000,000 a year because of 
the expense account dodge. The public re 
sents it. 

Ever since 1921 there has been a rule on 
the books requiring that all money received 
for expenses be reported as income. Money 
actually spent in the course of performing 
work could be deducted. In 1957 the Internal 
Revenue Service decided to apply the rule and 
to require reports of total expense funds re- 
ceived by each taxpayer. This aroused wide- 
spread protest. Big taxpayers said they had 
not saved their expense records. Small tax- 
payers asked why they should report, say, 30 
cents for carfare when the real problem in- 
volved big taxpayers. 

Finally the IRS rescinded its order, and held 
to its former rule—that employes who account 
for their expenses to their employers need

not report expenses on tax returns. This still 
left a hole in the tax process, however, and 
IRS now proposes to plug it. For all tax years 
after Jan. 1, businesses will be required to 
report annually on expense allowances of 
their 25 highest-paid officers. 


This new rule is ciearly intended to catch 
up with the most lavish chiseling on expense 
accounts, and to discourage corporations from 
permitting chiseling anywhere else. Fully 
enforced, the rule should strengthen federal 
revenue and public honesty which the income 
tax system requires. 


Democratic Candidate No. I 


As the Republican presidential field has 
narrowed down—eleven months before the 
election—to just one man, the Democratic 
race is beginning to open up. 

Senator Humphrey of Minnesota has for- 
mally announced his candidacy, backed up 
by plans to enter the primaries of Wisconsin, 
Oregon, South Dakota and the District of 
Columbia. Senator Kennedy of Massachusetts 
has done just about everything except make 
his formal bid and that step is probable with- 
in a few days. Missouri's junior Senator, 
Stuart Symington, acts more and more like 
a candidate, even to the point of going on a 
long foreign tour which found him in the 
Holy Land on Christmas Eve. Gov. Brown 
of California has not announced his candi- 
dacy, but he has made it clear that he will 
take the family flintlock down from the hooks 
above the fireplace to defend the California 
homestead against any trespassers from the 
other side of the creek. Meantime the Steven- 
son strength holds up among the Democratic 
rank-and-file and very few party workers are 
committing themselves strongly to others so 
long in advance. The race is one in which 
anything can happen and, as the saying goes, 
probably will. 

Senator Humphrey proposes an administra- 
tion in Washington which would take the 
initiative instead of reacting to initiative as- 
sumed elsewhere. He is for the building of 
“solid, long-term programs,” rather than the 
“repair of damage.” In particular he would 
apply vigor and freshness to foreign policy 
by drawing on people “from every walk of 
life” in the formulation of new policies in 
international affairs. 


Senator Humphrey harbors no illusion that 
the nomination is his for the asking. He says 
it will be an uphill fight. But he surely is 
entitled to put his record before his party. It 
is a good record. He became Mayor of Min- 
neapolis in his 30s and then in 1948 turned 
the rare trick of winning.election to the Sen- 
ate as a Democrat from Minnesota. Since that 
time he has helped install Democrats in the 
Governor’s chair and the other Minnesota 
Senate seat and in nearly half the state’s 
House seats. This is a performance that 
must impress the professionals among the 
Democrats. 


"But the Humphrey performance at the polls 
could not have been possible were he not 
hard-working, articulate and progressive. The 
prospect is that he will be in the vanguard 
of the members of his party who will insist on 
the adoption of a constructive program by the 
1960 election year Congress. This much is 
certain: Senator Humphrey’s candidacy as- 
sures public debate and education on current 
issues. Without thesé,.a presidential campaign 
would la@k dhe of its chief values. 
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And a Happier New Year! 

The success of the United Fund campaign 
in reaching its goal of $8,600,000 for the 
“realistic minimum needs” of 122 youth, 
health, welfare and charitable agencies is 
cause for year-end rejoicing throughout the 
Greater St. Louis area.

tion along with the people’s thanks. The New 
Year will be much happier for countless 
men, women and children because of this 
good news at the Old Year’s end. 


To Correct the Science Lag 


Though we have been skeptical of the need 
for a federal Department of Science, we can 
certainly agree with Dr. Wallace R. Brode, 
outgoing president of the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Science, that a 
commission or study. group should be set up 
to examine the whole question of administer- 
ing the Government’s science activities. 


Dr. Brode, who is scientific adviser to the 
Department of State, favors a special depart- 
ment, and he may be right. But before any 
specific administrative reform can be adopted, 
there must first be the spirit and the will to 
change the national course. That is where 
the Eisenhower Administration falls down. 
Having appointed a scientific co-ordinator on 
the White House Staff, it seems now far more 
interested in proving that everything is going 
so well that our course does not need 
changing. 

This is not how Dr. Brode views the situa- 
tion. He argues that government research is 
so completely dominated by military and qua- 
si-military agencies that good scientific work- 
ers are being scared away from it. He says 
the universities, which ought to be the seed- 
bed of basic research, have lost so much free- 
dom as a result of Government contracts that 
they are not fully performing their proper 
function. - He says that while the Government 
has been farming out research tasks to cor- 
porations and other outside agencies its own 
scientific work in such agencies as the Bureau 
of Standards is at a standstill. He says the 


great proliferation of Government agencies ~ 
engaged in some kind of research is jeopar- 


dizing the long-range planning and central 
direction which a great national effort in sci- 
ence requires. 


These criticisms deserve careful scrutiny 
by Congress. Every sensational advance in 
Soviet science emphasizes all over again how 
far short our country has fallen from a mas- 
sive national effort. Can it be that the Rus- 
sians, with a politically totalitarian society, 
have somehow managed to give their scien- 
tists the technical freedom nece$sary to cre- 
ative achievement, whereas our own political- 
ly free society, through bad planning, poor 
organization and red tape, has subjectéd sci- 
ence to the kind of fetters which impede its 
advance? Whatever the answer, clearly. our 
present scientific effort is not good enough.

He made public the text of 
a message from Russian Premier 
Khrushchev accepting May 16 as 
the date for a Big Four summit 
conference. 

Stating that ‘‘the Soviet gov- 
ernment considers this date ac- 
ceptable,” the Khrushchev mes- 
sage added: 

“It is now possible to note 
with satisfaction that as a result 
of the joint consultations among 
the governments of the four pow- 
ers, final agreement has been 
reached on the date and place 
for convening a summit meet- 
ing.” 

The President, said Hagerty, 
“welcomes the fact that agree- 
ment has been reached on a date 
for the summit meeting.” 

The May 16 date was suggest- 
ed by Britain, France- and the 
United States after their first 
proposal, April 27, and two coun- 
ter proposals by the Soviet Union 
—April 21 and May 4—had been 
found to be inconvenient for one 
or more of the four powers. 

Mr. Eisenhower worked about 

two and a ‘half hours yesterday 
on the State of the Union mes- 
sage which he will deliver in’ 
person to a joint meeting of 
Congress.
